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Foreword

Preface 


In 1990 I was doing a research paper at the University of Toronto on the political thought 
of one of our former pastors: Dr. Robert Alexander Fyfe. This necessitated my using the 
archives of Jarvis Street Baptist Church. Recognizing the store of wealth contained there, I 
urged on the present board of deacons the importance of preserving our heritage. The result 
was that I was entrusted with this task. Since then, many others have given their assistance 
to this monumental project. A committee has been formed which also includes Rev. Wilf 
Bauman, Anne Fountain, Prof. Doug Adams, Jim Tomlinson, Rachel Powell, and Paul 
Wilson. 


The idea of this book was suggested in April 1993 but not approved until August. Because 
of the short time scale, I have not attempted to be exhaustive in selection of material, but 
instead have chosen pictures which are either previously unpublished, or are of particular 
interest. The supporting text has been kept brief and has on the whole been drawn from 
primary sources. 


One of the first problems that faced me was how to arrange the material. I considered 
arranging the book according to the sixteen pastorates, but that would have led to repetition 
and monotony. Arranging the book by themes seemed to provide a more interesting and 
meaningful format as it allows easy tracing of historic development. 


We trust that this book is the first in a series of publications from the Jarvis Street Baptist 
Church archives, both popular and scholarly.

I was approached by Glenn in September 1993 and asked if this book could be produced in 
time for the 175th anniversary, (one month later!) using my expertise with desktop 
publishing. Glenn produced pictures for me from the archives and I photographed them, 
and transferred the images to a computer. Once in the computer, some of the old and faded 
photographs could be enhanced and sharpened. Pictures came from other sources as well, 
some from old photograph albums and some very recent pictures taken for the book. Our 
thanks go to the members of the church who donated pictures, who wrote vignettes, and 
who spent time identifying, naming and dating some of the old photographs. 


On a technical note, the photographs were all transferred to Photo CD, and the images 
were read from the CD’s using Kodak Photo CD Access. They were processed and 
enhanced with Corel Photo-Paint and the pages were set using Corel Draw. The text for the 
book was assembled in Microsoft Word for Windows and pasted into Corel Draw. The 
images were set directly to film using a Compugraphic image-setter.

York, Upper Canada, 1818. Yesteryear’s Toronto little 
resembles the city of today. The population of the 
twenty-five year old town was only 1,986 (Mosser, C, ed. 
York, Upper Canada: Minutes of Town Meetings and Lists of 
Inhabitants, 1793-1823. Toronto: Metropolitan Library 
Board, 1984). And yet, James Laidlaw, an attender of the 
first Baptist church, describes a very familiar physical 
feature of this mission field: Yonge Street. “There is a road 
goes Straight North from york into the Cuntry for fifty 
mills; and the farm Houses almost all Two Story High; 
Some of them will have as good as 12 Cows, and four or 
five Horces; they are Growing very ricth, for they pay no 
taxes, but Just a perfict trifell, and rids in ther gig, or Chire, 
Like Lords.” (Firth, E.G. The Town of York, 1815-1834. 
Toronto: Champlain Society, 1966, p.307). Note the liberty 


of the writer’s spelling. 


The view from the Toronto Islands has changed over the 
course of one hundred and seventy-five years. However, the 
spiritual needs have not changed. In fact, today’s Jarvis 
Street could echo Stewart’s words in regards to the lost 
amongst a population that now exceeds 3,890,000. (From 
the 1991 Census).

Rey. Alexander Stewart, our first pastor, likewise penned a 
description of this vast new land, albeit spiritual: “This is a land 
of darkness, and a barren wilderness. It would make one’s heart 
bleed to take a survey of this most extensive country... when he 
considers the scanty means of religious instruction which the 
people possess. Eight Church of England clergy, eight 
Presbyterians, a few Methodist, and a few Baptist preachers, are 
all the religious instructors they have. Will not the very souls of 
the people of God ache at this account? Does it not cry to them, 
Come over and help us?’... Shall we continue to pray, “Thy 
kingdom come’, and never attempt to use the means by which it 
is come; viz. by the preaching of the gospel. (“Letter from 
Alexander Stewart, Canada”, New Evangelical Magazine and 
Theological Review, Vol. V1. London: 1820, p.124.)

Landmarks of Toronto, 1914 


In the first decade of the church’s existence the congregation worshipped in member's 
homes and occasionally secured the use of other facilities. However, in 1827 the 
church sought to engage the long-term use ofa building. Ultimately, St. George's 
Masonic Lodge in Market Lane was rented, and for a period of five years the gospel 
was proclaimed from that structure. However, a move to a permanent home could not 
come too soon for one Sunday School Scholar, John Carter. He writes: “...the 
(Masonic) hall had no attraction for me, for I had been told that the Freemasons 
always kept a skeleton locked up in the cupboard, and I was terrified at the sight of the 
awful G in the midst of the square and compass." (Carter, John, "Reminiscences of the 
Baptists of Toronto”, The Canadian Baptist, April 22, 1885.)

At a meeting held in November 1829, the minutes of the Baptist Church at York 
indicate that a lot of land had been purchased by Henry Mosely. Eventually, the 
church would build its first home there in 1832, at the northeast corner of Lombard 
and Church Streets; “It had four immense Gothic windows to afford it light—two in 
the front and two in the rear, the lot was too narrow to permit of windows in the sides 
of the building... The church held regular Sunday services in the meeting house before 
it was finished, notwithstanding the presence of carpenter’s benches, lumber, etc., and 
were willing to endure a few inconveniences for a short time. (Carter, John, 
“Reminiscences of the Baptists of Toronto”, The Canadian Baptist, April 22, 1885.) 


The Baptist Chapel at March Street would be occupied for a period of eighteen years. 
Dr. Robert Alexander Fyfe, pastor of the little flock during the years 1844 to 1848, 
would author the move to the Bond Street location. He explains, in the last sermon 
preached from Bond Street in 1875, that miserable houses sprang up all around the 
March St. Meeting House and what was even worse was that many of them were 
inhabited by the most vicious and miserable sort of people. Hence, the relocation to 
Toronto’ suburbia! However, some lacked faith stating “Shall we ever be able to fill the 
new church?’ They not only filled it but had to expand during the ministry of Dr. 
James Pyper. Praise God for His goodness to us in spite of our faith!

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Perhaps the first impression when 
entering the building is the comfort of it 
and its sociable appearance, springing out 
of the semi-oval construction. The stiff, 
high square pews of our fathers and the 
later rectilinear arrangement of seats is 
giving place to the more modern method 
which bends the audience around the 
chancel... With a cheerful warmth of 
atmosphere, a brilliancy of light modified 
by the subdued red of the carpeting and 
upholstery, with the sweet strains of the 
organ floating throughout the 
amphitheatre, and seeming to linger 
among the groined arches and then to 
come back with power and melody, the 
comfort of it almost becomes a luxury.”

Fire in 1938 


‘Trying to save the roof from collapsing. 


Fighting for the spire. 


“The three-alarm fire broke out about 3.15 p.m., and 
by 4 o'clock had eaten its way through the roof and 
into the lower belfry. The flames ran with incredible 
speed all over the ceiling and roof of the old structure. 
Shortly after 4 o'clock the roof sheltering the body of 
the church fell in with a roar of slate shingles clattering 
to the sidewalk, narrowly missing several policemen. 


Deputy Chief Constable George Guthrie immediately 
issued instructions... that police cordons press the 
crowd of sightseers further along Gerrard and Jarvis 
Streets. "Tell them the tower is in a dangerous 
condition and we are asking them to go further away as 
a safety measure,’ he instructed. 


With the firemen battling the flames gradually into 
submission, everything appeared safe and under 
control until Fire Chief George Sinclair saw a wavering 
of the tiny spire against the skyline. “Get away from the 
corner, came his swift shout. Firemen, police and press 
representatives scattered in all directions as the tower 


crashed.” (The Toronto Globe, March 5,1938.)

The Gospel Witness put Is 64:11 
as a caption to this picture: 
“Our holy and our beautiful 
house, where our fathers praised 
thee, is burned up with fire: and 
all our pleasant things are laid 
waste.” 


“So built we the wall, and all the wall was joined 
together unto the half thereof, for the people had a 
mind to work.’ Nehemiah’s words still had a message 
for us as we rebuilt our ‘holy and beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised Thee’, for the years to 
come."—/James Tomlinson, House Committee 
Chairman.

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Rev. Alexander Stewart would pioneer the first Baptist work in 
the Town of York in the Fall of 1818. Not only would he 
nurture our congregation for a period of twelve years, but he 
would extend his energies in many other enterprises as this 
eulogy to his memory suggests: “He was one of the earliest, most 
laborious and most persevering officers of the Bible Society in 
this city, and since had an extensive connection with the most 
prominent friends of religion in the Province. He maintained 
the attachment of his acquaintances by strict fidelity and a ready 
benevolence, and will long exert posthumous influence both in 
the esteem of his late friends and in the religious principles of 
many to whom he was personally unknown.” (“Death Notice of 
Rev. Alexander Stewart.” The Christian Guardian, Toronto, June 
24, 1840).

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III. Our Church Leac 


Rev. W. H. Coombs (1840-1841) 


Rev. W.H. Coombs arrived from Taunton, England in 
the summer of 1840 and wasted little time in 
consolidating the Baptists of March Street. His sermons 
were ones of encouragement, preaching from such texts 
as Zechariah 4:10, “For who hath despised the day of 
small things?” Although his ministry was relatively short, 
God used his time of leadership to teach the people the 
meaning of the unity of the body of Christ. The little 
Baptist cause would continue to wait upon the One, who 
ever liveth to make intercession for us. 
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Coombs wrote this poem of hope and encouragement: 


Cease, sad saint, thy plaintive lays; 
Cast aside thy mourning weeds;— 
Rise, attune thy pow's to praise, 
Since Jesus lives and intercedes. 


Boldly to thy God apply: 
Tell Him all thy various need — 
Nothing will He thee deny, 


While Jesus lives to intercede. 


Let not guilt thy heart dismay, 
Confident for pardon plead; 
He will wash thy stains away, 
For Jesus lives to intercede. 


Why dread Death's empoisond sting? 
From his power completely freed, 
Thou shalt o'er the monster sing, 
"Lo! Jesus lives to intercede!" 


Cease, sad saint, thy plaintive lays; 
Cast aside thy mourning weeds; 
Rise, attune thy pow s to praise, 
"That Jesus lives and intercedes.

“Never in all its history... has this church, whether having 
its church home in March Street, Bond Street, or Jarvis 
Street had a more joyful or happy occasion than that of the 
installation of the Rev. James Campbell as pastor of the 
church.” (Carter, John, “Reminiscences of the Baptists of 
Toronto”, The Canadian Baptist, April 29, 1885). 


It is quite understandable why a member of the church 
would comment thus. For, in its short history, the 
congregation was all too familiar with the experience of the 
need for 'God's chosen one’ to captain the ship at March 


Street.

Rev. Robert Alexander Fyfe 
(1844-1848, 1855-1860) 


"Few aspects, if any, of Canadian Baptist affairs in the 
middle years of the nineteenth century were beyond the 
scope of Fyfes involvement, all the way from making 
grueling visits to the outposts to the transformation of the 
denominational newspaper. 


His best-remembered achievement was the creation of the 
first viable educational institution in his denomination; yet 
his most enduring contribution may well have been to 
preserve Canadian Baptists from deteriorating into a coterie 
of competing sects, as he guided, and sometimes goaded, 
his co-religionists into a unity they might never have 


known. 


Pastor and preacher by calling, peacemaker by inclination, 
he knew also when to be a polemicist. To the establishment, 
both religious and secular, he was often a thorn in the side.”

"Dr, Pyper proved to be a man of great ambition. During his 
tenure with Bond Street Baptist Church few aspects of Baptist 
life in Upper Canada escaped his touch. 


He was deeply involved with the attempts to start a training 
institution for Baptist pastors... He was a corresponding editor 
for The Christian Messenger, later The Canadian Baptist, a weekly 
religious newspaper devoted to ‘Religion, Literature, Agriculture, 
Science, and General Intelligence.’ For three years he also edited 
his own paper, The Toronto Christian Observer... Dr. Pyper used 
this paper as a sounding board to deal with many of the social 
issues of his day... 


He was quick to take issue with the politicians over the School 
Act in which Catholic schools were to receive government 
funding... He criticized the supporters of the Clergy Reserves, a 
government supported clergy, arguing for a voluntaristic 
principle in religion. Coupled with his social concern was a vital 
evangelistic fervour... Time could not be wasted in frivolous 
pursuits. The ministry of the gospel had to be pursued at all 


costs... 


In a letter written after his tenure at Bond Street Pyper estimates 
that the church had more than quadrupled under his ministry. ‘I 
found it sixty strong... and left it composed of about two 
hundred and sixty.”

III. Our Churc 
Rev. Thomas Ford Caldicott (1860-1869) 
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The Hon. J. A. Boyd, Chancellor of Ontario who had been a 
member of the Bond Street Church during the whole of Dr. 
Caldicott’s pastorate, and who was a deacon and superintendent 
of the Sunday School at the time of his death, wrote the 
following interesting sketch of his work and character:— 


“One branch of Christian duty, in which the fruits of Dr. 
Caldicott’s teaching have been manifest, is that of ‘systematic 
beneficence’... He encouraged the ‘weekly offering’ system, 
whereby the revenues of the church have been more than 
doubled; and the last Sunday before his death, he had the 
happiness of seeing the old plan of passing round the 
collection-plates abolished, and all the sittings of our place of 
worship declared free. By the influence of his words and 
example, he gave a great—and shall it not be a lasting 
impetus—to Christian liberality, and guided into new channels 
of usefulness the energies of his people. 


Admonished of his increasing years and many infirmities, he 
directed the members in securing the services of an associate 
pastor, and one whom he taught them to look upon as his 
successor. And so he wisely set all things in order for the decease, 
and having finished his work, he was ready to go at the Master’s 
bidding to receive his reward.”

Rey. William Stewart was called to the Bond Street Church to 
assist Dr. Thomas Ford Caldicott in his labours. Little did 
Stewart realize that he would assume full ministerial 
responsibilities, as the beloved pastor Caldicott would be called 
home into his Saviours glorious presence. 


James Ryrie, a long-time member and deacon of the church, 
recalled those days of Stewart’s ministry: 


“When I tell you that it was under his guidance I was first 
brought into the light, some thirty-nine years ago, in the old 
Bond St. Church, you will readily understand what a warm place 
his name and person have always had in my heart. | am a firm 
believer in ‘a rose to the living is more than a wreath for the 
dead,’ and am very glad indeed to find that such testimony is 
being borne to his worth while yet he is with us."

united service and love have amply justified the step which was 
then taken."

It is quite often that a great church is built 
around a great preacher, in which case the work 
languishes and the church goes into eclipse 
when the preacher is gone. But this was not the 
case with Dr. Shields and the Jarvis Street 
Church. This work has been built around the 
Lord Jesus Christ and on the Word of God.

Addressing Mr. Slade, his associate 
pastor, he said, ‘Carry on, General, carry on! 
Yours is the commission.”

I can truthfully say, 
and you will bear me witness, I have never sought such an office; 
neither have I desired it, and to this moment, I feel utterly 
inadequate for it.

therefore I can do no other than to accept it."

For nineteen years Dr. Slade faithfully served our church. The 
ministries of the Church, the Seminary and The Gospel Witness 
were all maintained, though some had questioned the feasibility 
of this with the departure of Dr. I. T. Shields. Under Dr. Slades 
leadership the attendance in Sunday School reached 1500. 
Wider contacts for the church were also developed through his 
trips overseas and his association with the International Council 
of Christian Churches and The Fundamental Baptist 
Congresses. His sudden death was a shock to all members.

His powerful preaching laid great emphasis on the Doctrines of 
Grace and served to reaffirm the traditions of our Regular 
Baptist heritage. The church's fellowship was broadened and the 
church became better acquainted with men like David Fountain, 


Errol Hulse, Geoffrey Thomas, Al Martin and Walter Chantry. 


Profitable lectures such as those on the Sermon on the Mount 
helped to expose the danger of Easy Believism and Dr. Gurr 
asked penetrating questions such as "What makes you think that 
you are a Christian?’ and spoke on “The Mistakes About 
Conversion.’ His lectures on The Song of Solomon attracted 
much interest. 


Under his preaching Toronto Baptist Seminary was strengthened 
academically and his special lectures were appreciated by the 
students. As editor of The Gospel Witness many articles were 
contributed and pamphlets on “The Quiet Time’ were printed.”

are we prepared or really desirous of recovery?... Are our 
hearts set on regaining some cherished, former status or 
influence, or are we urged by a burning, biblical yearning to see 
a reconstituting of a clear specimen of the New Testament 
embodiment of the principles, standards and objectives of a 
church that is modeled after the pattern given in God’s Word?”

Truly the pastorate of Rev. Street brought healing and 
encouragement to our congregation. The place and power of 
fellowship with our God was emphasized and thankfully 
recaptured by the people of Jarvis Street. 


In fact, the title of this anniversary book is drawn from a sermon 
preached by the Pastor on August 23, 1987: “They go from 
strength to strength; Every one of them appears before God in 
Zion.” (Psalm 84:7). 


Let us remember as we press on towards the future and 
ultimately to our reward in Christ that our God is faithful and 
that in the words of the sermon: “If we spend our strength in 
God’s ways it will increase.”

Our Ministries 


The preaching and teaching of God’s inspired Word has always 
been central to the ministry of the Jarvis Street Baptist Church 
Congregation. Indeed, the centrality of the pulpit must have 
been uppermost in Rev. Alexander Stewart’s mind as our first 
church home was built on March Street. 


A young Sunday School scholar named John Carter explains: 
“The pulpit was imposing and massive, and high up above the 
heads of the congregation. The minister when seated in it could 
not be seen by the congregation.”

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“The regular summer announcement for the Open 
Air Ministry reads as follows: ‘Open Air tonight, 
5:30PM Weather Permitting.’ Jarvis St. is blessed by 
having Allan Gardens so close. Our ‘open air’ 
outreach has been a very vital ministry since World 
War II. 


Allan Gardens was once surrounded by a fence. We 
would gather outside the park with one desire, to 
sing and testify to God's Love. Throughout the years 
we have been aided by a portable organ, accordion 
and several horns. The fence has been removed for 
several years now, however we still go into the park 
with the same message.

church office has adapted to meet the needs of its 
day. 


Melville E. Balfour (Deacon from 1971 to present) 
explains: “Deacon or diakonos in Greek, is a minister 


or servant. The formal institution of deacons is first 
noted in Acts 6:5. It is the first example of the 
delegation of administrative and social 
responsibilities which eventually were adopted by 
the Gentile Church. Deacons are elected by 
congregational vote, for a designated time, usually 
one year. They are selected on the basis of their 
spiritual standing, and ability to function well. 
Rapid world advancement over twenty centuries has 
brought great change to Church function. This has 
greatly increased the deacons’ responsibilities in 
administration, and watch-care over the 
congregational needs.”

Ushers 


The ministry of Ushering is of no less importance than other 
ministries in the Church of God. It is a ministry established way 
back in the Old Testament and carried into the New Testament. 
This task was often performed by the apostles themselves and 
later delegated to other men as the apostles concentrated on 
teaching. An usher is a person hired by the Lord to serve Him 
and His people. It is a task which requires him to be attentive to 
the needs of the Lord’s House and of His people. 


An usher greets newcomers as well as members, takes care of 
seating arrangements, is aware of special needs of members as 
well as getting to know them more intimately. Ushers take up 
the collection, distribute bulletins, direct people to various 
facilities of the church such as the nursery. A not so pleasant 
function of ushers is to keep an eye open for those who would 
disturb the worship service.”

“From my earliest recollections of my grandfather, I remember 
him to be a loving, tender, compassionate, generous, 
God-fearing man. My mother, Alberta Jennings (Kegel), while 
attending Toronto Bible College realized her need of a Saviour. 
Desiring to be baptised she was led to Jarvis St. Baptist Church, 
which later resulted in her family’s conversion. 


My grandfather love for hunting caused him on one occasion to 
be stranded alone on an island, during a horrendous storm.

He was very generous with his money, time and possessions, 
giving liberally toward the furtherance of the Gospel. His 
outstanding efforts to win friends and neighbours for the Lord 
resulted in the salvation of many who became staunch members. 


Needy people found baskets of vegetables from his garden on 
their doorstep. Even though he enjoyed his cottage, fishing and 
hunting, these never kept him from his church on Sunday. Dr. 
Shields’ kindly comment about his head deacon was “We cannot 
think of one whose spiritual stature and general symmetrical 
Christian character excelled that of Mr. Jennings.”

“The Sunday School has been a great blessing over the years to 
many hundreds who received the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour with some going into full-time Christian service. 
Many thousands also received the teaching of the pure Word 
of God with its warnings against the corruptions of the age. 


We read the record of the Sunday School re-organization in 
the 19205 to become Canada’s first Church-related morning 
Bible School with many hundreds attending through to the 
1970's when increasingly a secular society that ‘knew not 
Joseph’ began to distance itself from the organized church, and
